Echo of an Old-Time Straw Wrapping 
Combination Failure. 


Court Orders Settlement with About Forty Defendants— 
They Are to Pay $170,000 of All Claims— Counsel and 
Expenses to be Paid—Balance, About $140,000, to 
be Held for Distribution in Insolvency Suit. 





After over ten years’ litigation the affairs of the Colum- 
bia Straw Paper Company are about closed up. On Fri- 
day of last week Vice-Chancellor Pitney, of New Jersey, 
signed an order instructing Frank P. McDermott, substi- 
tute receiver of the company, to accept the offer of $170,- 
000 made by over forty defendants in settlement of the 
suits brought against them in the name of the receiver. 
Pending the signing of the order an agreement had been 
reached that the defendants would pay $170,000 in settle- 
ment of the claims against them. Those creditors of the 
company who last week objected to the offer of settle- 
ment are understood to have since acquiesced in it and 
have received their dividends. 

By the terms of the settlement the receiver is to set 
aside $5,000 for the expenses and fees of the receivership 
and to pay $25,000 to John DeWitt Warner and Edward 
M. Colie, counsel for the creditors. The balance—$140,- 
ooo—remaining for distribution after the payment of the 
items named will be held by the receiver subject to the out- 
come of the suit instituted by Solomon Marx. This means 
that the money is held subject to distribution in the gen- 
eral insolvency proceedings, known as the Marx suit. 

The unsecured claimants of the company will receive 
over 70 per cent. of their claims, without interest, while 
the great majority of the bond claimants will get nothing. 
This unusual feature of the case is due partly to the fact 
that the original foreclosure proceedings did not realize 
anything and also for the reason that the ordinary claim- 
ants happened to file their suits early and in the right 
jurisdiction, namely, the State of New Jersey. According 
to the report filed by the late William G. E. See, formerly 
receiver of the insolvent corporation, the total claims filed 
aggregate $210,000, without interest, of which $35,000 has 
since been settled by Samuel Untermeyer, of New York, 
and his colleagues. 

The troubles of the Columbia Straw Paper Company 
date back to 1894, when insolvency proceedings were com- 
menced against it. Leave to bring suit, however, was not 
granted to the creditors till 1895. Since then the case has 
dragged along in a number of the States in which the 
company owned William G. E. See, the first re- 
ceiver, died a few years ago and was succeeded by Frank 
Py McDermott, of New Jersey. Unless further assets of 
the company are disclosed, or unless a good cause of action 
can be shown to the court, both of which are considered 
unlikely, the settlement reached will end the long litigation 
over the Columbia Straw Paper Company. 

Objection to the offer of settlement was made by W. C. 
Kieper, who represented George M. Steel, creditor to the 
extent of $5,000; Charles L. Spencer, of Xenia, Ohio, rep- 
resenting creditors claiming $38,000, including the First 
National Bank of Chicago; the First National Bank of 
Fort Madison, Ia., and the Rock Island Bank of Ridgeley, 
Mo., Mr. Warner and Mr. Colie, representing creditors’ 
claims aggregating $103,000, and Mr. Kassingham, creditor 
for $30,000, had previously declared their consent to a set- 
tlement on the terms indicated by the receiver. By the

Accident at Agawam Mill. 

A mysterious accident occurred late Sunday night in 
mill No. 1 of the Agawam Paper Company, in Mittineague, 
and as a result four employees of the company are suffer- 
ing from severe burns. One of the victims, George Berry. 
who was the most seriously injured, was taken to the 


Mercy Hospital. His burns are mostly about his head 


and face, and it was at first feared he might lose his sight. 
[he accident occurred while a number of the workmen 
were engaged in babbitting an engine box. When the 
metal was poured into the box it exploded with a loud 
report. Part of it struck the ceiling of the room, which 
was about 12 feet above, and the rest was spattered over 
the workmen and the room in all directions. The cause 
of the explosion is a mystery. The only cause that has 
been suggested is the possibility that the oil that was 
poured into the box for the purpose of making the metal 
run might have contained some water. 

When the metal was blown out four of the men who 
were near were struck by it. Thomas Tucker, the mill- 
wright, was badly burned about the arms and his forehead. 
J. J. Parker was burned about the face. John Lacey was 
burned on his legs and arms and George Berry, as previ- 
ously stated, was burned about the face. When the acci- 
dent happened two other workmen, Henry Minkler and 
Michael Lace, were near and narrowly escaped injury. Dr. 
P. W. McLaughlin was summoned and rendered medical 
aid, and later ordered Mr. Berry removed to the hospital. 
Two of the injured men have so much improved that they 
resumed their duties at-the mill yesterday. They are Mr. 
Tucker, the millwright, and Mr. Lacey. Mr. Parker is 
also getting better and it is thought that he will be able 
to resume his work the latter part of the week. Mr. Berry 
is also improving, but will be unable to work for some 
time. He is still in the hospital.

Trained Foresters in Great Demand. 

The demand for foresters is increasing rapidly both for 
State work and with private owners. Many States now 
have forest commissions, and several of them have State 
foresters. A trained forester at $2,400 a year and two as- 
sistant foresters at $1,200 each are wanted by California. 
Wisconsin wants an assistant forester at $1,500, Indiana 
a forester to take charge of its State reserve, and Wash- 
ington offers $1,800 a year for a trained forester. In many 
other States the advisability of creating the office of State 
forester has been under discussion this year, and it is only 
a matter of a few years when such an official will be con- 
sidered a regular part of an efficient State government. 

The demand for foresters by private timber’ owners is 
growing at a still more rapid rate. During the last twelve 
months seven of the Bureau of Forestry force at Washing- 
ton, D. C., have left to take up work with such owners, and 
four have accepted public positions—two with Massachu- 
setts, one with Connecticut, and the fourth with Ontario, 
Canada. A number of other requests from private own- 
ers cannot be met because men are not available. The year 
before there were less than half as many applications for 
trained men. But the demand for trained specialists in 
this line has only begun. 

Large lumber companies, great wood manufacturing con- 
cerns, owners of extensive forests, railroad companies, and 
others are taking a hitherto unknown practical interest in 
conservative forestry. They must have expert men to con- 
trol their holdings. The result is that forestry is very 
rapidly taking its place as a recognized profession. A num- 
ber of forest schools are training young men for this work, 


but the demand has outrun the supply.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Suction Roll for Paper Machines, Invented by B. D, Porter 
and W. S. Seaver —Apparatus for Drying Pulp 
Boards, Invented by W. R. Hope. 


Bert D. Porter and Wallace S. Seaver, of Fort Edward, 
N. Y., have been granted patent No 793,092 on a suction 
roll for paper machines. 

Fig. 1 of the drawings is a central vertical longitudinal 
section of the improved suction roll. Fig. 2 is a cross sec- 
tion of the same, taken on the broken line 22 in Fig. 1. 
Fig. 3 is a similar cross section taken on the broken line 
33 in Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a central vertical longitudinal sec- 
tion of a different form of suction roll embodying the in- 
vention in modified form. Fig. 5 is a similar view of the 
outlet pipe and adjusting mechanism broken away from

the left hand end of Fig. 4. Fig. 6 is a top plan view of 


one end of the roll shown in Fig. 4. Fig. 7 is a cross sec- 
tion of the same, taken on the broken line 77 in Fig. 6 
with the outer cylinder in position. Fig 8 is a similar cross 
section taken on the broken line 88 in Fig. 6. 

The invention is shown in its preferred form applied to 
a roll over or partly around which the belt travels in an 
ordinary cylinder paper machine. The roll shown in the 
drawings and which will be herein described may be 
either the couch roll or any other roll over or partly 
around which the felt passes, with the inner side of the 
felt in contact therewith. 

As shown in Figs. 1, 2 and 3, 1 represents a cylinder 
provided with numerous perforations 2 and within the op- 
posite ends of which are screwed heads 3, whereby the 
cylinder is rotatively mounted in the machine in the usual 
manner to adapt it to be rotated by the traveling felt 4. 
Within this rotatory cylinder is located a stationary core 
or cylinder 5, which is shown in the form of a casting, 
hollow throughout its length, provided with a longitudinal 
slot 6 between its ends 7, which are enlarged to approxi- 
mately the full size of the interior of the perforated cylin- 
der. The walls 8 on opposite sides of the slot 6 are pro- 
jected outwardly approximately to the inner surface of the 
outer cylinder. A tight joint is formed on opposite sides 
of said slot 6 between the perforated cylinder and the sta- 
tionary core or cylinder by packing strips 9, located in 
grooves 10, formed in the edges of the slot walls 8, which 
packing strips are forced tightly against the inner surface 
of the perforated cylinder by means of the coil springs 11, 
which extend along the bottoms of said grooves 10 be- 
neath the respective packing strips. A tight joint is 
formed between the perforated cylinder and the respective 
ends 7 of the stationary core or cylinder by means of 
packing rings 12, located in peripheral grooves 13, formed 
in said ends, said strips being forced into tight engagement

with the inner surface of the perforated cylinder by means 
of coil springs 14, located in the bottoms of said peripheral 
grooves beneath said packing strips. 

The packing strips may be made of any desired ma- 
terial, felt being suitable for the purpose. 

A pair of pipes 15 are inserted loosely through the heads 
3 of the rotatory cylinder and are fixed to the stationary 
cylinder or core in communication with its cavity or cham- 
ber by brazing or shrinking the ends of said core upon the 
ends of said pipes, respectively. These pipes serve as out- 
lets for the escape of water extracted from the pulp and 
also are connected with exhausting or suction apparatus. 
(Not shown.). The cavity or chamber in the stationary 
cylinder or core is thus adapted to communicate, through 
its slot 6, with the atmosphere only through the perfora- 
tions in the rotatory cylinder between the end packings 12 
and the longitudinal packings 9. 





“ of the particular style of frame that may be used. 


The stationary ‘cylinder or core is so placed that the 
packings of its slot walls 8 engage on the inner side that 
part of the rotary perforated cylinder which on the outer 
side is in contact with the pulp carrying felt, which felt is 
of a width adapted to extend from one end packing 12 to 
the other. 

The bottom of the core cavity or chamber is made higher 
at the centre than at the ends to facilitate the escape of the 
water removed from the pulp. 

As successive portions of the felt pass over or around 
the perforated cylinder, said cylinder is thereby rotated 
upon the stationary core or cylinder, bringing different 
portions of the perforated shell opposite the space inclosed 
between the end packings 12 and longitudinal packings 9, 
thus permitting the moisture from the pulp carried by said 
felt to be forced by atmospheric pressure inwardly through 
the felt and such of the perforations 2 as are located within 
the confines of said packing strips into the cavity or cham- 
ber in the stationary core or cylinder. 

In the apparatus shown in Figs. 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 of the 
drawings a similar perforated rotatory cylinder 1 is em- 
ployed, having the heads 2, while the stationary cylinder 
or core 5 has the longitudinal packing strips 26 extending 
from end to end thereof, as shown in Fig. 6, said packing 
strips being mounted upon coil springs 16 in the manner 
above described. Each end of the stationary core is pro- 
vided with a slideway 17, extending longitudinally thereof 
between the inner side walls 18 of the packing grooves. 
Fitting and movable longitudinally of the several slideways 
17 is a carriage 19, provided with transverse grooves 20, 
within which are located packing strips 21, supported upon 
coil springs 22, as above described. These packing strips 
abut at their opposite ends against the inner sides of the 
walls 18, and the several packing strips are adapted to 
make tight engagement with the inner side of the per- 
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forated rotatory cylinder. The carriage 19 is provided with 
an offset arm or bracket 23, having thereon a nut 24, 
adapted to fit a screw threaded spindle 25, the portion of 
said spindle which engages one of said ends being screw 
threaded oppositely from that which engages the other, 
whereby rotative movement of said spindle in one direction 
serves to draw said nuts and their connected carriages and 
packings toward each other and in the opposite direction 
to separate them from each other. By rotating said spin- 
dle i. is thus possible to locate the end packings 21 at one 
end of the stationary core or cylinder at any desired dis- 
tance from the end packings 21 at the other end thereof, 
so that said end packings can be brought within the lines 
of the edges of sheets of pulp of different widths from 
time to time, as desired.

Walter R. Hope, of Wilmington, Del., assignor to the

paratus for drying pulp boards. 

Fig. 1 is an end elevation of a car with drying frame 
holding pulp boards in place. Fig. 2 is a side elevation 
of same. Fig. 3 is a plan view of same. Fig. 4 is a partial 
end elevation showing a pair of drying frames with no 
pulp board between them in their lowest position, and Fig. 
5 is a perspective view of a portion of a pair of frames and 
a device for clamping them together. aa represent a 
holder or pair of frames between which the boards to be 
dried are held. These frames are shown as made of mul- 
tiplex plate, although the invention is entirely independent 
On the 
outer face of each frame is secured a plurality of vertically 
extending tapered battens b, that decrease gradually in 
thickness from their upper to their lower ends, so that their 
outer faces are inclined inwardly toward the frames. cd 
represent the two members of a clamping device secured 
respectively to the two frames of a pair, by means of which 
the frames of a pair may be held together and moved to- 
ward each other to clamp the pulp board between them. 
Any suitable clamping device may be employed. e is the 
boftom frame of the car supported on the wheels w. f 
represents stanchions or supports on the frame e, which are 
held in position by means of the top frame g, top braces h, 
and The are preferably 
tapered, so as to gradually increase in width from top to 
bottom. k represents roller frames secured to the stanch-

‘There are a 
plurality of rollers extending close to each stanchion into 
the open space between the stanchions... Preferably there 
are three or more rollers in each vertical set, and each 
roller except the highest projects beyond the roller above 
it, so that a plane touching the outer faces of a set of roll- 
ers would be inclined with an angle of inclination corre- 
sponding to that of the outer face of a batten b on the 
frame a.

lar material, is taken from the forming machine, it is in a 
moist and pliable state. This board is laid upon one of the 
holding frames, and the other frame is placed upon the 
board and clamped to the first frame. The frames, with 
the board between them, are picked up and lowered down 
into the car, being placed in such position that the inclined 
outer faces of the battens b contact with the rollers / on 
the stanchions, as best illustrated in Fig. 1. The two 
stanchions between which the frames of a holder are placed 
form, with their rollers, a container presenting downwardly 
and inwardly inclined supporting faces for the holder cor- 
responding with the downward and inward inclination of 
the outer faces of the battens. The board is thus held in 
a vertical position for drying and a uniform pressure is 
put upon the board over its whole surface. When the car 
is filled, it is rolled into a dry kiln, where the drying process 
takes place. By virtue of the shape of the frames prac- 
tically the whole surface of the board is exposed to the 
drying action of the air. As the moisture is extracted 
from the board it will shrink.

PAPER.—Owing to the suspension of business from Sat- 
urday of last we .k to yesterday, Wednesday morning, the 
sales for the week were very small indeed. Thursday and 
Friday of last week were the only days out of the seven 
in which any business was done. As these happened to 
be the last two days of the month consumers kept their 
purchases down to the minimum, ordering only enough 
supplies to last till the stores opened on Wednesday. Be- 
cause of so many adverse factors appearing in one week 
it seems as if the trade had lost at least five out of the 
seven days. Some of the business, however, that was held 
over will no doubt appear on the order books next week 
Generally speaking it can be said that the demand at 
present is at its lowest ebb, with quotations in all 
grades quite weak. Even in Tissues, that have been 
very active and firm for many months, there are now re- 
ports of weakness. As yet, however, the concessions that 
are being made are said to be restricted to a few of the 
new mills. In ali the other grades the bottom in both demand 
and prices has been reached, so many of the paper manu- 
facturers think. Fibre papers and No. 1 and No. 2 Wood 
Manilas are particularly low, as there is considerable price 
cutting going on in them. In Bag papers the market is 
very much disturbed, as there are stories in circulation 
that the agreement to maintain the 35 pound basis has 
been broken. News paper is weak and evidently in rather 
slow demand. The better grades of Book papers are fair- 
ly firm, but the average grades of Super Calendered and 
Machine Finished Book are being quoted at very low fig- 
ures. Engine sized Writings and Envelope papers are 
rather weak and low in price. Box Boards are very dull 
Owing to the very poor demand a large number of mills 
will begin their annual shutdown this year earlier than

The Canadian Government is now considering a plan by 
which it hopes to obviate the trouble of low water and 
consequent loss of power at Chaudiere Falls. Along the 
course of the Ottawa River there are two or three large 
lakes, which during high water, as at present, are filled and 
cover an extended area. Government engineers have 
looked the ground over and propose that a system of one 
or two dams constructed at the right points in the river 
shall produce large storage reservoirs by means of these 
lakes and hold the water there until it is needed during 
the low water period. The estimated cost of this system 
is $100,000, and the Government is willing to make this 
appropriation. At least that is what the power lessees 
hope for and what they have been given to understand 
would be granted. 


In connection with log driving a question has been 
presented to the readers of THe Paper Trape JourNat 
which is quite interesting in a way. It is this: What per- 
centage of logs is lost in sinking from being waterlogged 
during the drives covering a two year cut? Estimates 
have been made by river men and loggers all the way from 
5 to 20 per cent. If someone with authority can give some 
definite information on this question a number of Canadian 
pulp manufacturers will be pleased to hear from him.
